Found at a Ranch Far South 
Of Stein’s Pass, 


When Surrounded They Yielded 
Without a Shot. 


One of the Prisoners Found to Be 
Wounded—They Claimed to Be 
Preparing for a Prospecting 
Tour—Chase of “Black Jack.’’ 


[VY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN SIMON (Ariz.,) Dec. 14.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Five of the six rob- 
bers who held up the Southern Pacific 
train No. 20 at Stein’s Pass on the 
evening of the 9th inst., at which time 
Guard Jennings shot and killed robber 
E. H. Cullen of Colorado City, Tex., 
were brought into San Simon at 8:30 
o'clock this morning in eharge of 
United States Deputy Marshals T. Mc- 
'Elroy, Ben Williams, Sam F. Webb, 
Weatherwax and Lee Malony, a part of 
the posse of fifteen men who started 
out on the robbers’ trail at break of 
day on the day following the hold-up. 

The chase was full of interest from 
the start. ,A hobbled horse which the 
robbers had brought along to carry the 
bheoty and a eaddled and _ “riderless 
horse which doubtless was ridden by 
the dead robber, but both of which be- 
longed to the Erie Cattle Company, 
were found about three-quarters of a 
mile from the scene of the hold-up. 
The trail, which was distinct the entire 
distance, led by and in front of the San 
Simon Cattle Company’s ranch and 
about twenty-five miles south of Stein’s 
Pass and on south fifty miles further 
into the Texas Cafion and to Cushey’s 
ranch, where three of them were lo- 
cated. 

The robbers passed the San Simon 
Company’s ranch about midnight of the 
night of the hold-up, and the posses, a 
party of fifteen men who were a con- 
solidation of three distinct parties sent 
out by the United States Marshals of 
New Mexico and Arizona, passed there 
twelve hours later. Monk’s Tank, the 
next place passed by the robbers, thir- 
ty-five miles further south, was left be- 
hind on the evening of the 10th and by 
the posse the next morning, the latter 
still following a clear and distinct trail 
leading on south to Cushey’s' ranch, 
which the robbers must _ have reached 
on the morning of the ilth, finding it 
necessary to rest their horses for the 
following day, intending to leave the 
next morning. 

This proved a fatal error, as the posse 
pounced down on them asthey were pre- 
paring to continue their journey, sur- 
rounded the house, two of them goi 
in while the otKers stood guard outsid®. 
They submitted to arrest without re- 
sistence. While the search of the prem- 
ises was in progress, two other robbers 
put in an appearance and were taken 
into custody with the rest. A box 
containing about five hundred rounds 
of cartridges, a quantity of fuse, a 
pair of overalls with two buckshot holes 
through the leg, a boot with one buck- 
shot hole through the bootleg and a 
number of other incriminating articles 
of evidence was found. 

The robbers did not claim the trou- 
sers, but one of them, found to be 
wounded in the calf of the leg, did 
claim the boot, and explained the pres- 
ence of the bullet hole and wound as 
‘an accidental shooting on the part of 
one of the other robbers. The pres- 
ence of the fuse was explained by stat- 
ing that they were preparing for a 
prospecting trip, but no powder or min- 
ing tools could be found. They had 
left their powder on the tender of the 
engine held up, but the tools had not 
yet been purchased. 

The posse stood guard over their 
horses during the night while following 
the trail, placing other watchmen on 
top of prominent peaks to watch the 
gulches in their immediate vicinity, as 
they were favored by bright moonlight 
and possessed of field-glasses. The 
wound in the robber’s leg is pronounced 
to be that of buckshot, and passes 
through the leg. ‘The officers are cer- 
tain of having captured the right par- 
ties, but they have not yet been iden- 
tified. 

The others of the posse continued on 
south and in close pursuit of the 
“Black Jack” gang, who were reported 
to be in that immediate vicinity. The 
officers are not ready to disclose the 
names of the men captured, but know 
them by their proper names. They will 
‘take them to Tucson tonight to await 
extradition papers preparatory to mov- 
ing them to New Mexico. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 


Hest and Quickest Capture Ever 
Made in Arizona. — 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
TUCSON (Ariz.,) Dec. 14.—A San 
Simon, Ariz., special says that this 
morning deputy United States marshals 
arrived from near the Sonora line, 
bringing the five train-robbers, who 
held up the train at Stein’s Pass Thurs- 
day night The robbers were captured 
in Texas Cafion, seventy-five miles 
south of the point on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, where the train was 


held up. Sundav morning. immediatelv 


FIVE ROBBERS 


after the hold-up, United States Mar- 
shal William M. Griffith started two 
deputy marshals, J. D. Milton, with 
ten. picked men, and Sam Finley, with 
five, the one to follow the trail, the 
other, by a short cut across the coun- 
try, to a cafion where the bandits were 
supposed to be, heading for Sonera, 
saving about ten miles. 

The posses got to Texas Cafion at 
daylight Sunday morning; surrounded 
Cushey’s ranch-housé and surprised 
them. Three bandits surrendered in 
short time; the other two came to the 
house and walked into the trap and 
were captured. One of them had 
been wounded at the hold-up. One of 
the five held the horses, while the 
others were engaged at the train. 

A deputy marshal, with ten ten, 
struck out for “Black Jack’s"” camp, 
while the other deputy with five men, 
brought the prisoners to San Simon, 
whence they will be taken to Silver 
City, N: M., for examination, the crime 
having been committed in New Mex- 
ico. During the night of the hold-up, 
flashlights were seen in the mountains 
which the bandits were headed for, and 
they were supposed to be by “Black 
Jack’s’’ gang, who were coOperating. 

Marshal Griffith had intimations that 
an attempt would be made to hold up 
the train, hence he had his posse within 
two hours’ ride of the hold-up when it 
occurred, and the posse took the trail 
two hours later. The capture of the 
gang was the best and quickest picce 
of work ever done in the history of 
Arizona, if not of train-robbery in the 
West. 


AGAIN TO THE FRONT. 


THE LUETGERT TRIAL REOPENS 
IN CHICAGO, 


The Courtroom Filled With a Crowd 
of Morbidly Curious Spectators, 
Anxious for Another Disserta- 
tion on Bones—Prisoner’s Coun- 
sel Begins a Policy of Delay. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—After two wecks 
spent in securing a jury, the second 
trial of Adolph Luetgert, the sausage- 
maker accused of murdering bis wife, 
was commenced before Judge Gary to- 
day. The courtroom was crowded when 
the case was called. Every available 
seat was taken, while scores of curious 
men and women stood in rows behind 
the railing, anxious to hear the pro- 
ceedings and get a glimpse of the man 
who is charged with boiling his wife 
in caustic potash, in one of his own 
sausage vats. 

The arrangement of the courtroom 
was different from that of the former 
trial. The jury sits directly in front 
of the court, while facing the jury, on 
the right, was placed the witness chair. 
This arrangement, while almost hiding 
from view the presiding judge, brought 
the witness face to face with both 
judge and jury. This was the plan 
adopted by Judge Gary in the famous 
trial of the Haymarket anarchists 
eight yeare ago, over which he pre- 
sided. 

The prosecution, as in the former 
trial, Was represented hy State’s At- 
torney Deenen and Assistant State's 
Attorney McEwen; Luetgert being de- 
fended by Attorneys Haron, Eeise and 
Kehoe. 

Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen 
made the opening address for — the 
prosecution. His speech did not devi- 
ate from the line he pursued in his 
address at the opening of the former. 
He made no attempt’at dramatic ef- 
fect. He quietly, but impressively, 
told the twelve men the familiar 
story of the night of the first of May. 
The speaker opened with a resumé of 
the somewhat checkered career of the 
prisoner, and then referred at length 
to the incident attending the discov- 
ery by Diedrick Bicknesse and the po- 
lice that Mrs. Luetgert had _  disap- 
peared. The police investigation and 
the resulting disclosures in the base- 
ment of the factory were narrated. 

At the close of Mr. McEwen’s ad- 
dress, an adjournment was taken un- 
til afternoon, at the fequest of Mr. 
Harmon. 

In asking for this adjournment, Mr. 
Harmon said that certain points in 
Mr. McEwen’s address are new’ to 
the defense and needed a detailed 
answer and to get material for re- 
joinder, time was required for a con- 
sultation with the defendant. 

Judge Gary said the request was a 
reasonable one, and the hearing went 
over. 

At the afternoon session Luetgert’s 
side of the case was presented to the 
jury.

One of the first things he did was 
to put himself on record as an oppo- 
nent of Hawaiian annexation. He had 
not heard that the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion treaty lacks votes to secure its 
passage, and when I told him of the 
changed attitude of several Senators 
who last session favored annexation, 
he was very much gratified. 

“With proper manipulation I believe 
we will be able to defeat annexation,”’ 
said he. “I have not been able to as- 
certain the feeling in the House, but 
in the Senate where the debate is un- 
restricted, think the resolution 
for annexation can be indefin- 
itely postponed. Delay in this means 
ultimate defeat.” 

Liliuckilani and her Hawaiian com- 
panions, four in* number, have an- 
nounced their plan of procedure.

So 
absorbing is the topic that almost the 
entire time today, despite the fact that 
the consideration of the question had 
been technically postponed, was con- 
sumed in the debate upon it.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 14..—SENATE.— 
The. Senate was in session just fifteen 
minutes today, adjournment heing 
until tomorrow out of respect to Presi- 


dent McKinley, who is today in at- 
tendance upon the funeral of his 
mother. The motion to adjourn was 


nade by Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts. 

“All Senators,’ said he, “are aware 
of the great calamity that has over- 
taken the Chief Magistrate of the na 
tion. He is today in attendance upon 
the funeral of his mother. Out of re- 
spect to him, and as an expression of 
sympathy for him in his affliction, I 
move that the Senate do now adjourn.” 

No business beyond the introduction 
of bills and resolutions was traneacted., 
Among the bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Kyle of South Dakota, to 
change the immigration laws of the 
United States. He gave notice that 
oat the proper time he would offer the 
bill as a substitute for that which is 
now pending before the Senate. 

“In only one feature,’ said Mr. Kyle, 
“does my bill differ materially from the 
measure now before the Senate. The 
bill provides that immigrants. shail 
have their test of education made ly 
the United States Consuls at the points 
nearest to their homes. It is a serious 
hardship for these people to cross the 
ocean With the prospect staring them 
in the face of failing in the test at the 
port of a foreign country. This feeling 
of stage fright doubtless so seriously 
affects many of them that they are 
unable to do themselves justice in 
reading the prescribed regulations of 
the Constitution of the United States. 
The measure [ have prepared isa to 
remedy what I regard as a defect in 
the measure now under consideration 
in the Senate. 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

HOUSE.—On motion of Representa- 
tive Lawrence of Massachusetts, Sat- 
urday, January 18, 1898, was set aside 
for paying tribute to the memory of 
the late Representative Wright, his 
predecessor.

The Incessant Rains Did not Pree 
vent a Long Line of Carriages 
and Pedestrians from Following 
the Casket to the Grave,

CANTON (0..) Dee. 14.—Althongh it 
rained almost incessantly all day, the 
crowd attending -the funeral of Mrs. 
Nancy Allison McKinley were num- 
bered by the thousands. The First 
Methedist Episcopal Church, doubled 
in capacity by throwing open the Sun- 


day-school rooms and gallery, was 
filled to overflowing long before’ the 
beginning of the services. The great 


rostrum of the church wes a hank of 
flowers. After the simple ceremony 
thousands after thousands passed 
through the church, each stopping an 
instant at the altar to take a last look 
at the remains. This procession was 
composed of the 3000 people who had 
gained admittance to the church and 
thousands of others who stood out in 
the rain waiting for the time when they 
could get inside the door, pass the altar 
and go out at the other side. When 
this had continued an hour it was 
found necessary to close the side door 
and remove the casket to the funeral 
car, as it was feared that the interment 
would be delayed until after dark. 

During the services and until after 
the remains had b en viewed the fame 
ily and close friends occupied the front 
pews of the central section of the 
church, With the President in the first 
pew was his sister, Miss Helen, and 
his brother Abner, with their sister, | 
Mrs. Duncan of Cleveland. Immedi- 
ately ‘back of them was the aged sister 
of the departed, Mrs. Osborne of 
Youngstown, surrounded by grande 
children and other near relatives, 
Back of these were members of the 
Cabinet, the Washington visitors, Cone 
gressman Taylor representing this dis- 
trict, Ean. Whitelaw Reid of New 
York, H. H. Kohisaat of Chicago and 
many other intimate friends of the fame 
ily trom various points. 

When the cortege reached the ceme 
etery the burial ground of the Mee 
Kinley famiiy was surrounded by an 
immense crowd, who seemed to give no 
heed to the inclement weather. A cane 
vas canopy had been erected near the 
open grave for the shelter of the fam- 
ily and those assisting in the last sad 
rites. Here the beautiful wreath of 
flowers that the President and Mrs, 
McKinley had placed upon the graves 
of the children they lost long ago, and 
of the President’s father, brother and 
sister, was literally covered with the 
numerous floral offerings sent by syme- 
pathizing friends from ail over the 
country. The hundreds of floral offer- 
ings included; beside the beautiful 
pieces sent by the Cabinet and the 
Washington friends, a large emblem of 
the G.A.R., inéwhich the flag was 
worked out in red and white carnations, 
sent by Canton Post, of which the 
President is a member; a beautiful 
picce from the President’s old regiment, 
the Twenty-third Ohio, and another 
from the Knights Tempiars. 

“The service at he grave was very 
short and simple. The casket was tene 
derly loweré@d into the grave by the 
pall-bearers, and the simple liturgy 
service of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church was read responsively by Pre- 
siding Elder E. D. Hoitz of this dis- 
Manchester. Rev. 
Mr. MacAfee of Columbus pronounced 
the benediction. 

This evening the Cabinet officers and 
other distinguished officers except the 
McKinley family teok dinner at the 
home of Mrs. George D. Harter. The 
President and immediate family re- 
mained ait the old homestead until 
train time. 

The special train on which the Washe - 
ington party came this merning left 
at 8 o'clock this evening. the Presi- 
dent’s car, ““Newport.” being attached, 

During the hours of the funeral busi- 
ness was suspended throughout the 
city. Business places and offices were 
closed, factories and shops shut down 
and all work suspended in courts and 
county and city buildings. County and 
city officials and members of the bar 
attended the service in a body. 

SERVICES AT CHURCH. 

[ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.J 

CANTON, Dec. 14.—The First Methe 
odist Episcopal Church, in which the 
services were held, is the largest church 
in the city. It is on West Tuscarawa 
about four blocks from the Mce- 
Kinley homestead. It is a modern 
structure, seating in the auditorium 
proper some five hundred people, and 
with the gallery accommodations for 
nearly two thousand are furnished. 

As early as o'clock the congrega- 
tion began to assemble, and long be» 
fore the hour set for the services every 
seat was occupied and extra - seats 
were placed in the aisles. 

President MeKinlex occupied the first 
pew of the central settion of the ehurch, 
directly in front of the pulpit. The 
same remarkable self-possession char- 
acteristic of his whole life was mani- 
fest on this occasion. He showed nd 
outward evidence of the sorrow he exe 
nerienced in this, his hour of bereave- 
ment. 

Thea front seats of the middle tier 
were reserved for the family and those 
attending the services at the house, 
By the time the remains arrived at the 
chureh there was no longer a possibil- 
ity of gaining admission. and the pede 
ole lined the sidewalks all about the 
church. Waiting for the time when 
those within had viewed the remains 
and passed out to make room for them 
to pass through the church and take @ 
last look at one whom all-had loved 
and admired. . 

The church was beautiful with the 
wealth of flowers sent by the people of 
the nation and with the rich drapery 
of mourning that had been arranged 
by the oficers of the church. The 
chancel rail and the pulpit were buried 
in a cluster of flowers. and ithe pulpit 
proper was entirely hiddeg oF delicate,

Promptiv at 1 o’cleck the carriages 
containing the family and immediate 
friends of the family began arriving at 
he cHurch, and with difficulty a pas- 
Sage was made through the dense mass 
of humanity that Surrounded the build- 
ing for the pall-bearers with the 
casket ana sorrowing friends who fol- 
lowed tham,.. At 1:05, to the strains of 
the grea® organ, the body was <arried 
to the front of the chancel rail. It was 
literally covered with flowers, a wreath 
of lilies and violets being given the 
most conspicuous place. 

Slowly the family were shown to the 
geats reserved for them the front 
rows of the center section as the peals 
of the organ slowly ‘died away In a 
eweet harmony. Then the Aeolian 
Quartette, composed of Messrs. Wil- 
liam Reed, Thomas J. Malloy, Alfred 
Baehrens and Harry Lamson, chanted 
“Still, Still with Thee.” 
Harbruck, pastor of Trinity Reformed 
Church, senior member of the local 
clergy by reason of the longest pas- 
torate, offered prayer, commending the 
sorrowing family to the Ruler of the 
Universe for comfort in this, their hour 
of bereavement, bidding them ngt to 
look upon hef as in the shroud and in 
a coffin, but as in heaven. The minis- 
ter paid a high tribute to Mother Me- 
Kinley in describing how she should 
be remembered. 

After the prayer Rev. O. B. Milligan, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church, read one of the. hymns of 
Which Mother McKinley was__ particu- 
larly fond, “Jesus, Lover of My Soul, 
and it was sung by the quartette. 

Dr. John M. Hall, pastor of Trinity 
Lutheran Church, read a seriptural

On behalf of the officers of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Hon. R. 
A. Cassidy, former Mayor of the city

To 
the dirge-like music of the organ the 
crowd slowly filed past the chancel 
rail, gazed upen the sweet face and 
passed out of the door, while through 
another door those who could net gain 
admission to the church entered slowly, 
passed the casket and joined the multi- 
tude on the outside. 

It was past 2 o'clock when the cas- 
ket was re-covered. The rain that had 
failen almost unceasingly all day con- 
tinued, but in’ spite of this the long 
line of .carriages to West Lawn Ceme- 
tery was followed by hundreds of: pe- 
destrians.

The express wagons have continued 
to unload magnificent floral tributes 
brought by every train from sympa- 
thizing friends in all quarters, and to 
these were added the richest blooms 
of local hothouses, the remembrance of 
friends and neighbors at home. 

Nearly every train brings friends of 
the President and of the family. 

The remains of Mrs. McKinley lay in 
a beautiful chancellor casket. The 
outer casket is of cedar-shell with 
black broadcloth. The inner casket is 
of solid cepper, containing pillow and 
maitress and linings of pure white 
surah silk. The entire casket is in- 
closed in a solid polished oak burial 
ease. The handles are known as ex- 
tension-bar handles. An oxydized plate 
is engraved with the name Nancy Al- 
lison McKinley. On the upper corner 
is inscribed ‘‘April 27, 1809," which was 
the date of her birth, and on the lower 
corner is engraved the date of her 
death, ‘“‘December 12, 1897.”

CHANCE IN FREIGHT RATES. 


The Burlington Returns to Its Old- 
time Stock Figures. 
* [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
OMAHA, (Neb.,) Dec. 14.—The long- 
drawn-out controversy regarding the 
best method of: calculating freight 
rates on shipments of live stock is ap- 
parently approaching a solution. The 
freight department of the Burlington 
and Missouri River Railroad has an- 
nounced that it ‘will change its live- 
stock rates from a hundred pounds ba- 
sis back to a carload rate on Wednes- 
day. The Missouri Pacific immediately 
followed with a similar announcement. 
This action upon the part of the lead- 
ing roads made a stir in the freight 
cireles of other roads, and as a result 
there will be an important conference 
of the traffic officials of other lines in 
Chicago tomorrow. Among others who 
will attend are John Munroe, freight 
traffic manager of the Union Pacific. 
The Union Pacific has not yet decided 
what course it will pursue in reference 
to the matter, but will probably make 
an announcement of its intention Wed- 
nesday. The change ,in the method of 
assessing live stock rates is the result 
of an-agitation against the rates per 
hundred pounds, begun by the stock- 
men of Nebraska, Kansas and Wyo- 
ming soon after the rates by weight 
became effective on August 10, 1897.

HARD TIME GETTING FROM 
DAWSON CITY. 


Only Two of a Party of Six Miners 
Succeed in Reaching the Out- 
side World, 


NO STARVATION PROBABLE YET 
- 


PROVISIONS ON HAND WILL LAST 
FOR TWO MONTHS. 


Colorado-Alaska Commerical Com- 
pany to Inaugurate a Daily Ex- 
press Service Between Daw- 
son and Skaguay. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 14.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] 
Al-Ki, which’ arrived . this morning, 
from Skaguay and Dyea, brought Ed- 
ward Hearn, an old Colorado miner, the 
latest‘ arrival from ice’ and snow- 
locked Dawson City. Out of a party 
of ten Hearn and his partner were the 
only ones who had the courage to face 
the hardships encountered on the trip 
out. Hearn takes a hopeful view of the 
condition of affairs at Dawson, but 
modifies his statement as to starvation 
by saying that starvation may begin in 
Klondike about the middle of February. 
In other words, he thinks that the 
present supply of provisions will last at 
least two months longer. Then, if help 
shall have not arrived from the outside, 
there will be great suffering and per- 
haps death. 

Hearn and a party of seven men left 
Dawson October 18, which is two days 
later than Jack Dalton and four days 
later than Thomas Magee left for San 
Francisco. After ten days of hard 
toil in battling against snow and ice, 
six of the party gave up and started 
back to Dawson. Hearn and one com- 
panion, who remained at Juneau, kept 
on, and finally reached salt water. 
Hearn has a claim on Bonanza Creek. 
It has not been worked. 

Joseph Cornforth, vice-president of 
Colorado-Alaska Commercial, says his 
company will inaugurate a daily ex- 
press service between Dawson and 
Skaguay soon after January 1. 

“Our route to Dawson City,” said 
Mr. Cornforth, “commences at Skag- 
uay, running to White Pass summit, to. 
Lake Bennett, to Lake Lebarge, where 


the read turns directly west to the 
trail diverting directly north to Five 
Fingers and Old Fort Selkirk. From 


there to Dawson we have no road laid 
out, and expect to use the Yukon River 
until it breaks up. 

“A warehouse and” corral is to be 
built at Skaguay and will be completed 
by the time the trail shall be open to. 
Lake Bennett. We are offered much 
encouragement by people of the in- 
terior, and all are hopeful of the suc- 
cesS Of the enterprise. We expect to 
make the trip from Lake Bennett to 
Dawson in less than a week and will 
shorten the time as we improve the 
traii.”* 


TURNED TO HOOTALINQUA, 


Reteuning Prospectors Diverted by 
News of Rich Strikes. © 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 14.—Passen- 
gers on the steamer Al-Ki, which ar- 
rived here today from Skaguay, Alaska, 
report that Collector of Customs God- 
son, who is stationed at Lake Tagish, 
came into Skaguay December 7, bring- 
ing confirmatory news of rich strikes 
on the Hootalinqua River and that 
many prosepctors at Lake Marsh and 
other places on the road to Dawson 
a gone into the Hootalinqua coun- 
ry. 

According to a new ruling of Deputy 
United States Collector of Customs 
Floyd of Skaguay, goods purchased in 
Canada and brought to Skaguay must 
either pay duty or $6 a day to a cus- 
toms official while the goods are in 
transit to the international boundary 
line. Collector Fioyd has already col: 
lfécted duties on five outfits from Brit- 
ish Columbia, the owners preferring to 
pay the duty rather than pay a cus- 
toms official to travel with them to the 
line. Owing to the dispute over the lo- 
cation of the boundary line, it is feared 
that considerable ill-feeling wili be en- 
gendered by Collector Floyd’s interpre- 
tation of the customs laws. 


MORE RICH STRIKES, 


Entire Canadian 
Foll of Gold. 
[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES, ] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] There is gold every- 
Where in this rich Canadian Northwest, 
gold running in a broad belt all the 
way from the Arctic Circle to Kootenai. 
The latest rich strike reported is in 
the Omineca district, on Tom Creek. 
Here J. G. Wells and his partners, 
Messrs. May and Lyon, have located 
two and one-half miles of very rich 
placer ground, going from $1 to $191.25 
to the pan. There are eight feet of 
gravel, and Wells says that it pays 
about $20 per day per man. 

The gold is very coarse and of high 
value, nuggets going qs high as $20 
being found. Wells is.of the. opinion 
that ithe gravel will: run as high as 
$4.50 to the cubic yard. For ‘two or 
three years a lucky trio have been 
prospecting in this country. Their ef- 
forts were not rewarded until this fall, 
when the rich strike was made on Tom 
Creek. Messrs. Wells, May and Lyon 
have located rich lode quartz, some 
samples brought down showing free 
gold sticking out like plums in sa 
Christmas pudding. 

Nor is this all. TDhe Omineca country 
is rich in asbestos/and the trio located 
six lodes at different points, seemingly 
god, but as yet it has not been tested. 
At Kiskangus several rich strikes have 
also been made, quartz having been 
found going as high as $120 to the ton. 
On Vital Creek, during last summer, a 
Chinese company working there took 
out as much as $10,000 by the most 
primitie methods of washing. 

PORT TOWNSEND, (Wash.,) Dec. 
14.—The steamer Al-Ki arrived atl 
o'clock this morning with forty passen- 
gers, nearly all of whom are from 
Dyea, Skaguay and Sumdum.

AN AMBULANCE SHIP. 


Added to the Navy.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—If Surgeon- 
General W. J. Van Reyplan can ac- 
complish it, the navy will be supplied 
during his administration with an am- 
bulance ship, says the Washingion 
correspondent of the Herald.

UUK DRIED FRUITS, 


TRADE AT NEW YORK HAS BEEN 
VERY UNSATISFACTORY. 


Consumption of the California Prod- 
ucts Greater Than a Year A#% 
but not Large Enough to Move 
Stocks as Fast as Sellers Desire. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. J 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal of Commerce 
says trade in California dried fruits 
for some weeks past has been reported 
as very unsatisfactory to the handlers 
of stock at this end. While the con- 
suming demand has of late shown con- 
siderable increase, due to the approach 
of the holidays and the fact that the 
season of largest consumption has be- 
gun, commission houses have been able 
to report little business, either for spot 
or future, most of the sales being made 
by jobbers, who placed orders early and 
have had all they need to meet. the re- 
quirements of consumption, which, 
while it appears to have been greater 
than a year ago, does not seem to have 
been large enough to move stocks from 
the Coast as fast as sellers there de- 
sired. 

The result of this has been that gen- 
eral consignments to small interior 
points have been renewed on an exten- 
sive scale, for, in spite of the reported 
shortage in crops, it would appear that 
California had a more productive sea~ 
son than for years, while the necessi- 
ties of consumers have compelled ef- 
forts to put these stocks into consum- 
ing channels as soon as possible. Gene 
eral consignmentsfromthe Coast under 
such conditions seemed to be the only 
course open to sellers in California; but

HEIR TO A FORTUNE, 


VETERAN SPORT COMES INTO A 
GOODLY SUM. 
Proves His Relationship to the No. 


torious Fanny Hinckley Mills, 
Who Died in New Orleans. 


CLAIMANTS WERE NUMEROUS. 
BUT CHARLES C.BROWN HELD THE 
WINNING HAND. 


Phoenix Man Murdered by His 
Room-mate—Tragedy at Vinton, 
Crop and Weather Report—A 
Drunk and Dynamite, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 14.—Charles 
C. Brown, a yeteran sport and old- 
time Sacramentan, has fallen heir to 
an estate in New Orleans valued at 
$100,000. The estate belonged to his 
sister, Fanny Hinckley Mills, who died 
in New Orleans a little over a year ago. 
The estate has been in litigation since 
the time of the death of Brown’s sister. 
Last night Brown received word from 
New Orleans that he had held the 
winning hand and had won the case on 
its merits. 

The telegram that Brown received 
last night announcing his good fortune 
reads as follows: 

“NEW ORLEANS (La.,) Dec. 13.— 
Charles C. Brown, corner Eighteenth 
and M streets, Sacramento: Supreme 
Court decides in your favor. When will 
you come? ey 

[Signed] “WwW. H. ROGERS.” 

To a reporter today Brown said that 
the estate was worth $100,000, of which 
$45,500 was in United States govern- 
ment 4-per-cent. bonds. 

Fanny Hinckley Mills, alias Fanny 
Sweet, alias Fanny Brown, had led a 
checkered career both in Sacramento 
and in the South. She was born in 
England and came to America in 1846. 
At this time she was 19 years of age. 
She appeared in the old Flobe ballroom, 
a dancehouse in New. Orleans, -where 
she became a well-known character. 
After accumulating considerable money, 
she came to San Francisco, where she 
led a fast life. In 1850 she came to 


Sacramento and opened a _ house of 


questionable repute. On December 20, 
1852, she shot and wounded a man 
named Albert Putnam. She was ar- 
rested and carried aboard the prison 
ship lying in the Sacramento River, 
but within'a few days made her escape 
from the ship, fled to San Francisco 
and thence by ship to New Orleans. 

When Charles C. Brown heard of his 
sister’s death, he left at once for New 
Orleans, where he immediately put in 
a claim forthe estate as brother and 
sole heir of the deceased. Among other 
claimants were a number of people in 
England, who claimed to be grand- 
nieces and nephews. The public ad- 
ministrator was another contestant 
and the State of Louisiana was a third. 

Brown was fortunate enough to run 
across an old negro aged 92 who had 
worked as cook for his’ sister when 
she ran the El Dorado resort on the 
northeast corner of Second and J 
etreets, in this city, in the early days, 
_ and his testimony proved very valuable 
in support of Brown's claim. 


NEARER TO BAKERSFIELD. 


The Southern Pacific Wants to Shift 
Its Tracks. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 14. — [Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] H. E. Huntington and 
Chief Engineer Hood have been in 
Bakersfield today investigating the 
matter of changing the Southern Pa- 
cific Company's tracks so that Bakers- 
field will be on the line instead of a 
mile and a half from the depot. The 
company wants to come in on Twenty- 
second street as far as H street from 
the south. They desire to build a de- 
pot. From that point they will swing 
north to the present track, and join 
near the Kern-river bridge. 

This would place them at advantage 
over the Valley road, as the Southern 
Pacific depot would be nearer the busi- 
ness part of town than its competitor, 
by several blocks. It ig very probable, 
however, that the scheme will be de- 
feated by property-holders, near whom 
the proposed line would run. A strong 
opposition has already been developed. 


WROTE AN OBSCENE LETTER, 


Will Mentz to Be Sent Here to Be 
Prosecuted.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Will’ Mantz, a youth 
of about 18 or 19 years of age, was ar- 
rested yesterday at the _postoffice, 
charged with sending an obscene letter 
through the mail.

BUDD ON A RAMPAGE, 


The Governor is Fiercely Executive 
atu Regents’ Meeting. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.—Gov. 
Budd was in a fiercely-executive mood 
at the meeting of the board of regents 
of the University of California today. 

The regents convened at 10 o'clock 
this morning expecting to transact im- 
portant business. The meeting was al- 
most a full one, but the absence of Re- 
gent Waymire was noted. Gov. Budd 
stated that Regent Waymire had not 
attended a meeting since the one of 
August 10, and suggested that said re- 
gent’s name be stricken from the roll, 
as was proper under the law. Person- 
ally, the Governor was in favor of 
taking action in the matter without de- 
lay, and there was a discussion of the 
legal aspect of the case. 

The absence of a public officer from 
his duties for three months was found 
to be ground for dismissal, but it was 
further discovered that a regent was 
not a “public officer.’”” The Governor 
maintained he had the right to act un- 
der the existing circumstances, but in 
deference to the opinion of the other 
regents, it was decided to notify Regent 
Waymire that he must attend meet- 
ings.. The Governor declared, however, 
that in future, if a regent absented: 
himself without giving reasons, he 
should order his name _ stricken from 
the roll and commission someone else 
in his place. | 

The appointment of a new director of 


‘he Lick Observatory was in order, but 
before any steps had\ been taken, the 
Governor received notice by telephone 


,of a letter at Sacramento from Regent 


Phoebe A. Hearst, requesting that the. 
election of a director be held in abey- 
ance until her return to California 
early in January, and it was so or-, 
dered. 

Among the routine business trans- 
acted, it Was decided to pay for an ab- 
Stract of title of the Wilmerding-school 
Site. Regent Foote and others spoke 
bitterly of the delay in complying with 
the terms of the Wilmerding trust, say- 
ing that fifteen months had been frit- 
tered away while boys wasted their 
time in idleness, and the magnificent 
sift was in danger of being revoked al- 
together. 

Gov. Budd submitted letters which 
he received from Prof. Hayne, and 
said that the professor had presumed 
to rebuke him, and that his letter was 
“wrong in principle and false in fact.” 
“Because the Governor of this State,” 
declared His Excellency, “refused to 
permit these people to pass the Pure 
Wine Bill, which would have destroyed 
the wine interests of this State——’”’ 

The Governor was warming up to his 
subject thoroughly when he was inter- 
rupted by cries of ‘‘Question!’’ Regent 
Foote said he thought.very highly of 
Prof. Hayne, but considered his letter 
insolent to the-individuality as well as 
to the high office of the Governor of 
the State of California. 

“We cannot, and will not,” said he, 
“permit these people to be impertinent 
to their betters.” > 

Special meetings of the regents were 
appointed for December 21 and for 
January 15. 


FELL ON FITZGERALD. 


The Federated Trades are Afraid 
of the Kanakas. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 14.—At a meet- 
ing of Sacramento Council of Federated 
Trades, held last evening, a resolution 
was passed declaring ‘“‘Labor Commis- 
sioner Fitzgerald states what is not a 
fact when he recites that three-fourths 
of the laboring people in California fa- 
vor the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands.”’ 

The resolution further declares that 
Fitzgerald is not in Washington in the 
interest of organized labor, but simply 
as the representative of a’very small 
portion in San Francisco—the Building 
Trades Council. It is said that all 
other central labor bodies throughout 
the Coast have passed resolutions 
against annexation. 


TRAGEDY AT VINTON. 


Lon Jones’s Spree Ends in Three 
Men Getting Hurt.

RENO (Nev.,) Dec. 14.—F.. Marra of 
Beckwith brings news from Vinton, 
Plumas county, Cal., of a tragedy en- 
acted at Vinton last Monday morn- 

ing at 3 o’clock. 

Marra says that Lon Jones, a young 
man of Sierra Valley, got On a spree, 
and being refused a drink by Tony 
Tompkins, the saloon-keeper at Vinton, 
hit him over the head with a wagon 
spoke, splitting open his skull.

Doctors Saxton and Shubert of Cierra 
Valley attended the injured men, Tomp- 
kins is said to be fatally hurt. Jones 
was very drunk when he raised the 
row. He is a son of the late Paul Jones, 
who kept the hotel at Beckwith Pass 
for so many years. The officers are on 
the lookout for him, and escape is im- 
possible. Jones has a had reputation, 
and is said to be desperate when drink- 
ing. 


ROOM-MATE KILLED HIM. 


PrP. E. Lynch Shot by One Schung, 
Who Robbed Him. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dee. 14.---The 
shooting of P. E. Lynch at aJodsing- 
house yesterday morning has been de- 
monstrated to have been a murder 
and not a suicide, as was at first he- 
lieved by the officers. The victim died 
last night from the effects of the hal- 
let wound in his forehead. During the 
afternoon he partially regained con- 
sciousness, and charged his room-mate, 
one Schung, with the deed. Schung 
had shot him, he said, to rob kim of 
$180. The individual accused has dis- 
appeared, and the entire force? of the 
Sheriff’s office is looking for him. He 
is believed to have escaped on his 
bicycle before daylight yesterday morn- 
ing. | 

The revolver from which the shot was 
fired was found in Lynch’s trouser’s. 
pocket, as he lay on his bed, clad oniy 
in shirt and drawers. The deceased, 
who was about 23 years old, came to 
Phoenix a month ago from Grand 
Rapids, Mich. Of Schung little is 
known, except that he came with 
Lynch, and was his room-mate. He 
has a Jewish cast of features; weighs 
about one hundred and eighty pounds; 
is about 5ft. 7in. in height and 35 years 
of age. 


BOASTS AS EVIDENCE, 


Schoedde Might Have Escaped Pros- 
ecution Had He not Talked.

The strongest evidenca against him 
90 far are his own admissions to peo- 
ple in San José to whom he boasted 
of his share in the crime.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Marked Deficiency in Rainfall at 
Los Angeles Last Week. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.—The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the weekly 
crop and climate bulletin issued by thc 
Weather Bureau for the week ending 
December 13. 

Warm weather for this period of the 
year with seasonal rain has character- 
ized the week. Throughout the State 
the temperatures were generally above 
the normal, and particularly so in the 
San Joaquin valley. The rain, while 
timely, was limited to the districts 
northof Tehachepi. At Los Angeles and 
San Diego there was a marked defi- 
ciency. North of the Santa Cruz Moun- 
tains the rainfall equalled or exceeded 
one inch on the general average. 

In a few localities the rain is said to 
have interfered with farming opera- 
tions, but in the in plowing seems 
to have been carried on, with the 
ground in goodcondition because of the 
rain. Growing grain is doing nicely 
and feed is growing rapidly. A large 
acreage has been planted in grain dur- 
ing the past week. Orchardists are 
pruning and cultivating. Oranges are 
ripening rapidly, and a number of car- 
loads have been shipped. Celery and 
walnuts are abundant.

The Climate Was Too Unhealthy for 
Frank P. Thompson.

Spain’s Minister of Marine Urging 
Improvements in the Navy—Re- 
lease of French Citizen 
from a Cuban Prison.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The follow- 
ing advices have been received by the 
Spanish Legation in this city from 
Gen. Blanco in Havana: 

“To the Spanish Minister: In addi- 
tion to my cablegram of November 27, 
I now add that your excellency can 
cause consuls to issue passports for 
this island to all persons who have 
emigrated from the island, who solicit 
them without any exception, save in 
cases of common crime. This applies 
to all political emigrants, both those 
who have emigrated voluntarily and 
those who consider themselves obliged 
to remain in exile for any purely poli- 
tical motive, reason, cause or act. In 
both cases your excellency can assure 
them that in this island their personal 
safety and that of their families and 
their estates will be guaranteed in the 
same manner that the government to- 
day protects and aids. those who obey 


the laws.

Attention Being Paid to the Im- 
provement of the Navy.

GIFT FROM CONGRESS. 


REPRESENTATIVE RICHARDSON“A 
MILLIONAIRE IN PROSPECT. 


Electrotype Plates of His Compila- 
tion of Messages and Papers of 
the Presidents Turned Over to 
Him Free of Charge. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] ‘The World’s Washington 
special says that Representative 
James D. Richardson of Tennessee 
stands to become a multi-millionaire 
as the result of unguarded legislation 
slipped through Congress in an appro- 
priation bill during the closing hours 
of the last regular session. 

‘The profits which he is expected to 
ultimately realize are estimated at 
anywhere from $3,000,000 to $11,000,000. 
The HKifty-third Congress authorized 
the House Committe on Printing to 
compile and publish the “Messages 
and papers of the Presidents from 
Washington down to the present 
time.” Richardson was then chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Printing. In the Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bill rushed through the last 
hours of the Fifty-fourth Congress 
occurrs this sentence: “The Public 
Printer is authorized. to deliver to 
James D. Richardson, compiler of 


‘Messages and papers of Presidents, 


ete.,’ without cost to him, duplicate 
electrotype plates from which the 
compilation of ‘Messages and papers 
of the Presidents, etc.’ was published.” 
Richardson has closed a contract 
with a New York publishing firm 
whereby he shall deliver the plates to 
them and receive a royalty of $1 a 
volume. 


ITALY JUMPS HAYTI. 


Will Follow Germany’s Lead, and 
Trouble is Expected. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Port au _ Prince 
says that more trouble of a kind simi- 
lar to the recent Lueders affair threat- 
ens Hayti, and Port au Prince may 
have to face another menace of bom- 

bardment. 
Italy has long had claims against 


Hayti, and thege, it is alleged, have 


never been settled. One claim, which 
has been pending since 1893, was the 
case of a merchant at Port de Paix, 
whose vessel and cargo, worth $80,000, 
were, it is alleged, illegally seized and 
sold by the Haytian government. The 
other was that of an Italian fisher- 
man, who was assassinated here last 
October, the man who was accused of 
committing the crime not having been 
brought to justice as yet. 

Italy, it is reported, intends to push 
the settlement of these claims at once, 
end rumors have reached here that 
Italian warships are being sent here 
to back up the demands. The new 
ministry is. looked upon favorably, and 
it is thought that the proclamation will 
have good effect in quieting the people, 
who have been threatening an uprising 
ever since the late ministry surren- 
dered to Germany’s demands. 

WAR MAY BE DECLARED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—If Italy shall 
follow the course pursued by Germany 
in collecting an indemnity for the mur- 
der of an Italian subject and the il- 
legal seizure of an Italian vessel, the 
belief prevails in Washington that 
President Sam of Hayti will be forced 
by his people to declare War, says a 
Washington dispatch to the Herald. 

Minister Leger said that he had re- 
ceived no information in regard to this 
latest phase of . Hayti’s international 
troubles, but he expects that he will 
be early advised of the matter in or- 
der that he may make suitable yepre- 
sentations on the subject to this gov- 
ernment. It is expected by the au- 
thorities, in case Italy shall deter- 
mine to push her claims against Hayti, 
that the Haytian government will ask 
this government to use its good offices 
for a settlement of the incident.

FIRE IN DOVER CASTLE.

Webb’s Trip to Milwaukee—Foshay 
Says Webb Dominated the Board 
to the Detriment of the 
Pablic Schools. 


Two genuine sensations were sprung 
by the prosecution last night in the 
trial of the case of the people against 
School Director Walter L. Webb before 
the Board of Education on the charge 
of extortion. 

One had particular reference to the 
oft-referred-to piano deal and the other 
was another teacher who swears he 
was held up by Adams ostensibly for 
the benefit of Webb. : 

The meeting opened with but six 
members present. It was expected Di- 
rector Bartlett would be present, but 
he was not, although he was able to 
get out to the meeting of the board on 
Monday night when the selection of a 
successor to ex-Director Adams was 
attempted by the banditti. 

There were some people uncharitable 
enough to suggest that Mr. Bartlett 
had learned of the testimony to be 
given regarding the piano deal and 
thought he had better “think it over” 
before combatting the testimony of the 
witness. Whether this be true or not. 
Mr. Bartlett was absent, bandages, 
crutches and all. 

As soon as the meeting was called to 
order, Director Poor gained the floor. 
He stated that when he voted for a 
successor to ex-Director Adams in the 
school-board meeting on Monday night, 
he did so in the belief that he was 
voting in accordance with the wishes 
of the majority of the voters in Adams’s 
ward. He had since learned that the 
Council had called a special meeting 
for Thursday morning to elect Adams’s 
successor, and moved that the action of 
the school board on Monday night in 
that regard be set aside. Webb 
promptly seconded the motion, and it 
was carried. 

Then Director Poor moved that the 
special meeting of the school board, 
called for Thursday afternoon, be set 
aside. Webb seconded the motion and 
it was carried. : 

In view of the fact that the City At- 
torney on yesterday rendered an opin- 
ion to the effect that the Board of Ed- 
ucation had nothing whatever to do 
With appointing Adams’s_ successor, 
Poor’s motions were timely. 

The first witness of the night ses- 
sion called was Mrs. Maude G. Smith, 
living at No. 201 North Broadway 
and a teacher in the Ninth-street 
kindergarten. Mrs. Smith testified 
that early in the year, shortly after 
the present school board took office, 
she wanted to buy a piano. In her 
search for an instrument she finally 
called at Mr. Bartlett’s store and 
there found a piano, priced at $450, 
that suited her, but she was unable 
to buy it because the firm demanded 
a payment of $15 per month on the 
instrument and as she was only get- 
ting $45 per month for teaching, she 
could not afford to pay the install- 
ments. 

“A Mr. Salyer waited on me,” con- 
tinued Mrs. Smith, “and when I told 
him I could not afford the piano on 
his terms, he said he thought that 
could be made all right. I said to 
him that if I had a directress’ posi- 
tion in the kindergarten, payjng $60 
per month, I could buy the piano, but 
until I got that I was afraid I would 
have to go without it. Mr. Salyer 
advised me to buy the piano. ‘Your 
present position may be taken into 
account,’ he said, ‘unless you show 
some confidence in this firm. You buy 
the piano.’ 
salary would be all right. I went 
back a second time and Mr. Salyer 
said I would be appojnted a directress 
at a raise in salaty of $15 a month. 
I asked him how he knew, and he 
said it was all right, that Mr. Webb 
had told him so. If then signed the 
contract for the piano.”’ 

“Then, Mrs. Smith,’ said Gibbon, 
“You understood your position was 
safe and a naise of $15 a month if 
you bought the piano and if not, your 
position was in danger?” 

“Yes sir, that’s what I understood” 
was the reply. 

The defense brought out the fact 
that Mrs. Smith had seen Bartlett 
only once in the piano deal, and vol- 
unteered the statement that Sayler 
sold planos on commission. 

“Did he, Sayler, say anything about 
selling school positions on a commis- 
sion?’’ asked Phillips. 

“No,” said Mrs. Smith. 

“What has all that to do with Mr. 
Webb?” asked Meserve. “How do 
you propose to connect him with the 
piano deal?” 

“Well,” said Gibbon, “I think we 
have connected him. How does he 
happen to tell Mrs. Smith her posi- 
ition is safe hefore the beard elects 
her, but after she has bought her 
piano?” 

“Well, Mr. Chairman,” said. Di- 
rector Davis. “I think both sides 
have consented to allow this case to 
be put in fully. Let the examination 
go on.” 

“Mrs. Smith.” said Gibbon, “Mr. 
Webb has a store or olfice with Mr. 
Bartlett, haan’t 

“Yes, sir, I believe he has. He fs in 
the same store.” ; 

On cross-examination, Mrs. Smith 
said Salyer told her on October &, she 
would be taken care of if she bought 
the piano, and October 11 she was ap- 
pointed a directress at an increase of 
$15 per month. 

Allen Kelly of The Times was next 
called and asked if he knew the author 
of the “Fair Play’’ letter published in 
The Times on December &. Fie said he 
did not, as three different persons had 
claimed the authorship. 

Prof. R. B. Emery was next called. 
He testified he was the principal of the 
Eighth-streei school. 
was on the black list. Was at the 
Board of Education rooms when Adams 
ealled him into Ennis’s rom und asked 
him how he felt about h*s place. Wit- 
ness replied he believed he was all 
right. “No, you're saij Adams. 
“There's a black list and you are ¢n it.” 
Witness wanted to know what was the 
trouble, and Adams tcid him to see 
Axtell. Witness told him he had seen 
Axtell. Later. witness vent to Webb's 
store and Webb said to him that he 
was safe. : 

E. E. Cooper again testified. All 
that was new in his testimony was 
the statement that when Axtell ap- 
proached him for money he stated to 
Cooper that he, Axtell, was putting 
himself in Cooper’s hands, but had to 
do it. He paid $65, and his wife got $5 
from Rey. Pittman, to whom the money 
was paid, that gentleman saying that it 
was all he could save. Adatns told him 
it was no use to see anybody but the 
janitors committee, and McInerny con- 
firmed the story.

Superintendent of Schools James A. 
Foshay was next called. The ques- 
tions asked him were as to his trip 
Kast, when he and Webb went to Mi!- 
waukee to get the teachers’ conven- 
tion to meet in Los Angeles. 

“f was to have $250," said Mr. 
Foshay, “and Webb $500. I went Kast 
on a pass. I don’t know how Webb 
went. IL paid all expenses for head- 
quarters. Webb paid nothing.” 

“Don't you know that Mr. Webb 
went to Milwaukee on a pass?” asked 
Gibbon. 

“Don't you know that Webb had a 
great long ticket like Other passen- 
have?” asked Meserve. 

‘No. Mr. Webb and [| did not ride 
in the same car, and I never saw his 
ticket.”’

“Until this year,’ said Su- 
perintendent Foshay, “we have always 
had four markings: Excellent, good, 
fair. and poor. Webb and Bartlett 
dropped the ‘good’ mark from the list, 
and this year teachers were marked 
excellent, fair or poor.” 

“Do you know of a single teacher 
that was ever marked excellent or fair 
being dropped from the rolls by the

No previous board 
ever dropped a teacher marked excel- 
lent or good.” 

The case of Miss Owen was then 
called up by Mr. Gibbon, and Superin- 
tendent Foshay said that he had never 
rated the teacher lower than fair, and 
was not sure that she had ever bean 
given as low a rating as that, still she 
had been dismissed without consulta- 
tion with him. 

“Are you a member of Rey. Pitman’s 
church?” asked Meserve. 

sir,’’ answered the witness. 

“Well, did you, in common with scores 
of other teachers, give anything toward 
Rev. Pitman’s church when it was ded- 
icated?”’ 

“Yes sir, I gave something. I think 
it was $5. It might have been $10. I 
sang a song there and signed a card 
for a donation.”

Then Meserve wanted to know if the 
teachers present were not locked in 
and made to contribute.

There 
were very few teachers present at the 
dedication. 

“You didn’t hear any demands at 
Brother Pitman’s church for a month's 
pay, did you?’ asked Judge Phillips, 
and the witness said he did not. 

Superintendent Foshay then went on 
to say that the present teachers com- 
mitiee paid little or no. attention to his 
position. They ignored him in matters 
which. in every other city in the Un- 
jon were considered a part of the su- 
perintendent’s duty. Among other in-

Danger Signals Up from Delaware 
Rreakwater to Boston.

AGREAT SCHEME—BUTIT WON'T WORK. | 
Hon. John F. Shafroth, Representa- 
tive in Congress from ihe First Dis- 
trict of Colorado, has come forward 
with a striking scheme, which has for 
its object the prevention of deficien- 
cies in the national finances. At first 
glance it would seem as though Mr. 
Shafroth had entered upon an al- 
mighty big undertaking. But a cur- 
sory statemént of the general plan 
and scope of his Dill is caleulated to 
modify, if not to change altogether, 
this superficial view of the matter. 
To state the case briefly, Mr. Shaf- 
roth’s bill provides that whenever the 
eurrent expenses of the government 
shall exceed its current revenues, all 
: salaries of government employés over 
$1200 per year shall be cut down 20 
per cent., and that ell salaries below 
$1200 per year shall be cut down 10 
per cent. : 
There are some cther minor pro- 
visions in Mr. Shafroth’s bill; but the 
provisions above noted are sufficient. 
It is perfectly obvious that if this bill 


should become a law, treasury de- 
ficits would become exceedingly 


scarce, even if they uid not disappear 
altogether. The provision reducing 
all salaries above $1200 by 20 per cent. 
would cut off $1000 from the salary cf 
each and every Senater and Repre- 
sentative in Congress. The mere men- 
tion of such a nossibility is tanta- 
mount to saying that the bill is des- 
tined to defeat. Indeed, it is doubtful 
if Mr. Shafroth will be able to get his 
measure fairly before Congress. It is 
very likely to be shelved in. some com- 
mittee. or laid on the table, never to 
be taken off. The average Congress- 
man will go a long distance out of his 
way to avoid voting on so delicate a 
question as that presented in this bill. 
Such a law as Mr. Shafroth pro- 
poses, “if enacted, would doubtless fill 
a long-feit want. It may be conceded, 
also, that it would hit the nail on the 
head, and plug the buliseye. But the 
bill has, beyond question, a long and 
icy road to travel before it attains the 
dignity and authority attaching to a 
law of the land. Mr. Shafroth’s name 
is not destined to go thundering down 
the ages as the savior of his country, 
the watchdog of the treasury, or the 
annihilator of the treasury deficit. 
His intentions may be good, but his 
methods are far from practicable, 


THE TARIFF IS ALL RIGHT. 

Less than five months have elapsed 
since the enactment of the present 
tariff law, and yet there is loud com- 
plaint on the part of some able jour- 
nals—mostlvy those of decided free- 
trade leanings—because it has not as 
yet produced all the revenue needed 
to pay the expenses of the govern- 
ment. There is more or less loose talk 
about the need of “revision,” of ‘sup- 
plementary legislation,” and so forth.

Tariff 
legislation of any sort, or any serious 
attempt at tariff ‘egislation, would de- 
moralize the business of the couniry, 
and would do vastly more harm than 
any possible benefit that might accrue 
from alterations in some of the 
schedules, The net result would al- 
most inevitably be a reduction rather 
than an increase of the revenues, 
should tariff tinkering be attempted. 
The law is all right. Let it alone and 
give it a chance to vindicate itself. 


The jawsmiths, in convention assem- 
bled, are still talking about that con- 
tradiction in terms, “compulsory ar- 
bitration.” Were arbitration compul- 
sory it would be something else; to 
be arbitration it must be by mutual 
consent of the parties at interest. 
This proposition is so plain that it 
seems surprising that people should 
be .found discussing the impossible. 
A law might be passed compelling the 
submission of differences between em- 
ployer and employé to some tribunal, 
but how could such a thing, by any 
stretch of the imagination, be called 
arbitration, and how could the find- 
ings of such a tribunal be made bind- 
ing if they were thought to be oner- 
ous by either party? - No man can be 
compelled to conduct his business at | 
a loss, and no man can be compelled 
to work for less pay than he is will- 
ing to accept, hence ‘“‘compulsory ar- 
bitration” is now, and foreyer will be, 
what Bill Allen would call a “damned 
barren ideality.” 


We earnestly hope that the bill for 
adding to the government building in 
this city may pass the House, that we 
may have a postoffice big enough to 
sling a cat around in by the tail, al- 
though the Nasby in charge may.

BACK FROM THE CAPITAL 


ATTY.-GEN,. FITZGERALD RETURNS 
FROM WASHINGTON, 


He Talks of His Trip—Interview 
With the President—Judge Me- 
Kenna’s Sure Prospect. of Ap- 
pointment and Confirmation, 


~ 


Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald passed through 
town late yesterday afternoon, en route 
to San Francisco from Washington, 
Where he has been for the past two 
months on official business for the 


drawn-out Durrant case, now nearing 
its conclusioti. 

Judge Fitzgerald was unable to stop 
over in Los Angeles, being anxious to 
reach his home and office in San Fran- 
cisco. He was, however, seen on the 
train by a representative of The Times, 
and interviewed upon topics of public 
interest. During his stay in Wash- 
ington he. had an interesting private 
interview with the President, receiv- 
ing gracious social courtesies at his 
hands, and to whom he clearly ex- 
plained the situation in California as 
respects various interests having re- 
lation to the national government. He 
found the President a good listener, 
showing a keen interest in California 
and her affairs and a kindly disposition 
toward both. 

Judge Fitzgerald was at the capital 
when the opposition — comparatiely 
feeble. and slight—first manifested it 
self to the proposed appointment of 
Atty.-Gen. McKenna to the Supreme 
bench: and Fitzgerald promptly took 
sides for the Californian, throwing the 
weight of his strong influence with 
Senators and Representatives in his 
favor. He interviewed Senator Hoar, 
chairman of the tnate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, on the subject of Judge Mc- 
Kenna’s confirmation when the proper 
time’ comes for it, and left the distin- 
zuished Massachusetts statesman in an 
attitude toward, the matter entirely 
satisfactory to the friends of McKenna. 
He will be confi Gen. Fitzgerald 
confirmed the Times’ special dispatches 
from Washington in regard to _ the 
friendly attitude of Senator White 
upon this subject, and as for Senator 
Perkins, he also will, of course, be 
found voting for McKenna’s confirma- 
tion. 

Judge Fitzgerald discussed with the 
Times representative tha San Pedro 
Harbor question, expressing his satis- 
faction with the outcome, and also ex- 
pressing his opinion, in plain, vigorous 
Anglo-Saxon, concerning the vexatious 
and needless delays—and the cause 
thereof—which have attended the ini- 
tial steps in the work. 

In response to an inquiry by the re- 
porter, touching his attitude toward 
the suggested Republican nomination 
for Governor of California, Judge Fitz- 
gerald had little to say, indicating 
merely that he is not on the ‘‘anxious 
seat,’ and is willing to bide his time. 

Upon his arrival at the depot here 
Judge Fitzgerald was met by his 
nephew, W. F. McLaughlin of New 
Mexico (now in this city.) who ac- 
companied his uncle as far as Saugus, 
on his way north, for the sake of a 
personal and business visit with him. 

Assistant Attorney-General Anderson 
accompanied his chief part way on the 
return trip from Washington, but re- 
mained behind for a brief visit in 
Texas.

Mr. Dockery (Dem.) of Missouri dis- 
cussed the amazing growth of the ex- 
penditures of the government during 
the recent years. The ordinary ex- 
penses of the governmert, exclusive of\ 
the public debt, during the last eight 
years, exceeded the figures of the pre- 
ceding eight years by $1,000,000 in 
round numbers. In view of this fact 
there were only two ways, he said, to 
bring the receipts and expenditures to- 
gether—either taxation must in- 
creased or expenses curtailed. If the 
expenses were to be reduced, Congress 
could not accomplish much without 
the aid of the executive branch of the 
government. Despite the President’s 
appeal in his message for economy, 
the executive branches of the govern- 
ment had submitted to Congress esti- 
maies for appropriations of $27,000,000 
in excess of the appropriations for the 
current year. 

At this point the committee rose, 
and Mr. Grosvenor, addressing the 
chair, said: 

“Mr. Speaker: As is well known, the 
funeral exercises of the mother of the 
Chief Magistrate of the nation are to 
take place at this hour, and conforming 


‘to the action of the Senate, and as a 


token of our sympathy.and respect for 
the President, I move that the House 
do now adjourn.” 

The motion was unanimously car- 
ried and at 1:45 the House adjourned 
until tomorrow. 


NEW CODE OF RULES.

Amendments Looking to More Lati- 


tude for House Members, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A new code 
of rules for the House of Representa- 
tives will be presented by Speaker 
Reed and his associates @n the Com- 
mittee on Rules after the holiday re- 
cess, 

At present the House is proceeding 
under the rules of two years ago, these 
having been adopted pending the fram- 
ing of new rules. The present purpose 
is to readopt the old rules without im- 
portant changes. Representative Bar- 
rett of Massachusetts is to be given a 
hearing at an early day on two amend- 
ments, which he proposes. One of these 
sceks to give the mincrity larger rights 
than it enjoys at present im presenting 
amendments and substitutes, and in se- 
curing time during debates. At present 
the rules are very strict, and individual 
membei's have little latitude in secur- 
ing additions on appropriation bills. 

Mr. Barrett’s extended service as 
Speaker of the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives gives added strength 
to the changes he is urging, although 
it is not expected that they will be 
favorably considered by the committee. 


DEMOCRATS TO THE FORE. 


Demand Recognition of Cuban Bel- 
ligerency—Financial Views. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The cau- 
cus of Democratic members of the 
House tonight resulted !n the adoption 
of resolutions defining the party policy 
on the questions of Cuba, finance and 
bankruptcy. The caucus was laryely 
attended, 101 of the 125 Democratic 
members being present, despite the 
stormy weather. Representative Rich- 
ardson of Tennesse acted as chairman 
and Representative Cummings of New 
York and Representative Cowherd of 
Missouri acied as secretaries. Repre- 
sentative Bailey took the initiative by 
presenting the following series of reso- 

lutions: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
caucus that the Democratic members 
of the House of Representatives ought, 
to resist all efforts, direct or indirect, 
to retire the greenbacks and treasury 
notes. 

“Resolved, second, that we are op- 
posed and will resist ull attempts to 
extend the privileges of national banks, 
or to reduce the taxes which they pay 
now. 

“Resolved, third, that we favor the 
early consideration and passage of the 
Senate resolution recoznizing that a 
condition of war exists in the island 
of Cuba between the government of 
Spain and the Cuban people. 

‘Resolved, fourth, that we favor the 
early enactment of a just and wise 
bankruptcy law.” 

The first three features of the resc- 
lution, on finance and on (Cuba, were 
considered separately, the discussion 
being vigorous and unanimously fav- 
orable. 

Mr. Bailey made the main_ speech, 
urzgiig that Democratic members 
should take their opposition promptly 
against those financial movements now 
assuming formidable dimensions owing 
to the recommendations givgn them by 
the President and Secretary of the 
Treasury. He also spoke for a clear-cut 
position in favor of ‘tthe recognition of 
Cuban belligerency as embodied in the 
Morgan resolution, Which passed the 
Senate during the extra session. -There 
was not a dissenting vote ‘to Mr. Bai- 
ley’s propositions, and the first three 
resolutions were carried by unanimous 
vote, the result being received with 
hearty cheers. 

The fourth feature of the resolutions, 
declaring for a just and wise bank- 
rupitey law met with some opposition. 
Mr. de Armong of Missouri argued thai 
it was not expedient for the party to 
take a position favorable toa bank- 
ruptcy bill at this time. The resolu- 
tion was supported by Messrs. Bailey. 
Simms of Tennessee and Swanson of 
Virginia. The resolution finally pre- 
vailed by a large majority, although 
Mr. de Armond and about half the 
dozen others registered their votes in 
opposition to this course. 


CAPITOL NOTES, 
Recommendation For Apportion- 
ment of Lands. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The  sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Indian Affairs appointed to consider 
the problems presented in the Indian 
Territory, today practically decided to 
recommend amendments to the pres- 
ent law providing for the apportion- 
ment of all the lands held by the five 
civilized tribes among the members 
of these tribes, and also an amend- 
ment providing that all valid leases 
shall be recognized by the govern- 
ment of the United States and the 
money paid on account of them coy- 
ered inio the treasury of the United 
States for the benefit of the’ various 
tribes as such. : 

It is believed by the committee that 
these additions to the law,. in con- 
nection with the reforms whieh are 
to go into effect on the first of Jan- 
uary next, under the provisions of the 
Indian Appropriation Bill of last year, 
will be sufficient to meet the demands 
of the occasion. Under the existing 
law the Indian courts will be ousted 
on the first of January, 


that date all laws passed by the In- 


dian lawmaking bodies are required 


to be submitted to the President. 
CIVIL-SERVICE INVESTIGATORS.

The 
bill provides for both voluntary bank- 
ruptcy and 
By its previsions any one may go into 
involuntary bankruptcy except a cor- 
poration. The latter may be _ forced 
into it, but not otherwise. Wage earn- 
ers, laborers and farmers cannot. be 
forced into it. All others are subject 
to involuntary bankruptcy for certain 
designated causes. 

On general principles the 


The 
clause in past measures’. providing 
that a man who permits his commercial 
paper to go unpaid for thirty days shall 
be an involuntary bankrupt is elimi- 
nated. The general effect of the Dill 
is to discharge the bankrupt of all 
debts after the estate has been admin- 
istered, and it has been found that 
there has been no fraudulent conduct. 
The bankrupt measure is so framed as 
to make its administration simple and 
inexpensive. It involves only two of- 
ficers, referee and trustee. 


WILL STAND INTACT.

THE SITUATION RELIEVED.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The deter- 
mination of Secretary Gage to appear 
before the House committee Thursday 
and submit one general financial bill in- 
stead of a number of separate bills 
brought out many expressions of sat- 
isfaction. It had the effect of clearing 
up a situation which was growing 
Strained, and gave promise of an early 
report to Congress on financial bills. 

The members of the committee can- 
vassed the course they would take as 
to making an immediate report to the 
House on currency questions.

While these will be embodied in the 
Gage plan, yet as they were special 
advised in the President’s message, it 
was felt to be advisable to give the 
House the opportunity of acting on 
them at once without waiting for the 
report on the Gage bill. For these rea- 
sons the full committee will be asked 
to report on the President’s plan at 
once. 

WILL NOT CUT OFF “RIDERS.” 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—In view of 
published reports to the effect that Mr. 
Reed was framing a rule designed to 
cut off “riders” to appropriation bills 
originating in the Senate, it is stated 
by one familiar with the Speaker’s 
views that he has not contemplated 
any such action, and that the House 
could not do so if it would. When 
such amendments come over from the 
Senate the House is obliged to act on 
them by concurring or non-concurring, 
and it is said that this action could 
not be changed §So as to abridge the 
rights of the Senate.

BRITISH NDIA. 


Whole March Down Dara Valley 
Marked by Incessant Fighting. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SIMLA, Dec. 14.—jBy Indian Cable.] 
The whole march down the Dara Val- 
ley since the 6th inst. has been marked 
by incessant fighting, but the native 
force has behaved admirably. The 
route was difficult in the extreme, 
through rain, mud and snow. Along 
the river the course was impeded by 
ravines and boulders and the icy cold 
stream had to be forded knee Geep 
twenty times. Twelve thousand trans- 
portation animals, with numerous sick 
and wounded, encumbered the progress. 
The casualties yesterday were ahout 
fifty, and today about ten. The enemy 
has been severely punished in the re- 

cent encounter. 

The disaster to Gen. Kempster’s rear 
guard, which was cut off by the tribes- 
men on Saturday near Sher-Khel, was 
due to the animals becoming entargled 
in the rice fields at dusk. To increase 
the difficulty, the drivers and carriers 
opened kegs of rum and became hope- 
lessly drunk. Many of their followers 
were benumbed by the icy stream, and 
thetr feet bruised by the boulders. 
Several men are still missing. 

CONTINUOUS ACTION.

The Chino beet-sugar factory closed 
the campaign yesterday when the last 
of the machinery was stopped. It is 
said the sugar yield of the year has 
been 25,000,000 pounds, or 1050 carloads, 
valued at more than $1,000,000. The 
farmers who contributed the beets re- 
ceived $410,000 for them and the fac- 
tory paid out large amounts for labor 
and crude petroleum for fuel. Such an 
institution helps bring prosperity to 
all classes in the State, and while itis 
not learned just what profits accrued to 
the owners of the factory, enough is 
disclosed to show conclusively that 
beet-sugar making is a profitable en- 
terprise. 


Another contemptible method of 
holding up teachers was disclosed at 
the school-board investigation last 
night. A teacher who wanted a piano 
was told that it would be well for her 
to buy one of the Bartlett-Webb com- 
bination and that her salary would be 
raised to enable her to pay for it. She 
understood that her place depended 
upon acceptance of the _ proposition. 
She bought the piano, and her salary 
was increased by the amount of the 
monthly installment on the price of the 
piano. Of course it was a clerk who 
‘did the holding up, but he spoke for 
Webb and Bartlett just as Axtell spoke 
for Webb and Adams, and they derived 
the profit of the transaction. The 
smoking-out process is producing re- 
sults all along the line. 


PLENTY OF WHISKY. 


Attempt to Restrict the Production 
a Failure. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LOUISVILLE, (Ky.,) Dec. 14.—Theat- 
tempt of the Kentucky Distillers As- 
sociation to secure an agreement to re- 
strict the production to 15,000,000 or 
20,000,000 gallons in 1898, is a failure. 
The secretary has received less than a 
dozen answers to the invitation to sign 
the contract, and is very blue, as the 
stock now on hand is sufficient for four 
years’ consumption, and much is sell- 


' {ng below cost of production. Some of 


the best brands, distilled in 1892 and 
1893, are selling at from 25 to 30 cents 
a gallon, in additionto the tax, and the 
distillers are now trying to produce an 
article at 15 cents a gallon, which fur- 
ther demoralizes the trade. 

Distilleries with a capacity of 38,000 
gallons daily will be in operation in 
this city on January 1, and others are 


preparing to start upall over the State. 


Should the production run as high as 

,000,000 or 30,00,000 gallons, it would 
add immensely to the embarrassment 
of the trade.

This decision was 
based largely upon the understanding 
that the self-proclaimed dictator of the 
Board of Education had agreed to take 
no part in the business’of the board, 
pending the conclusion of the present 
proceedings against him. 

Naturally keen indignation was ex- 
pressed by the Councilmen when they 
learned of Webb's breach of faith and 
his utter disregard of the dictates of 
propriety and decency. It was obvious 
that the situation demanded immediate 
action, and President Silver at once 
Summoned the Councilmen to an «in- 
turmal conference in his office. 

The City Attorney was consulted as 
to the rights and powers of the Counci} 
in the premises. He. gaverit as his 
Opinion that the provisions of the char- 
ter vest the Council with the right to

Further provision for the occurrence 
ofa vacaney in a city office is made 
by section 197, which provides: 

“Special elections shall be held for 
the purpose of electing a mayor, an 
assessor, a city tax and license col- 
lector, a member of the council or any 
other officer herein made elective by 
the people, in case of a vatancy oc- 
curring in any of the said offices, or 
for other’ purposes not especially pro- 
vided for. In the event of any such 
vacancy, such election shall. or- 
dered and held without delay: provided 
that the Council shall in all cases, ex- 
eept in the event of a vacancy in the 
Council, have power to fill such va- 
cancy until an election can be held.” 

Section 8 provides that the office of 
any elective officer who may resign 
shall be filled by the Council. 

The charter provision which has been 
represented as being in conflict with 
the foregoing sections is section No, 
70, which empowers the Board of Edu- 
cation to fill vacancies arising in the 
board. 

It is the opinion, 


however, of City 


Attorney “Dunn and of the other at- 
torneys consulted, that section 70 of 


the charter cannot be so construed as 
to defeat the powers conferred in the 
other sections quoted. 


ANOTHER ATTEMPT DEFEATED. 


License for a Sanlioon Nenr News- 
boys’ Home Again Defeated, 
The chief matter of importance that 
came before the Police Commissioners 
yesterday morning was the petition of 
Clemens Sachse for a saloon’ lincense 
at No. 901 San Pedro street, in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Lark-Ellen 
Home for Newsboys. This is the fourth 
attempt to establish a saloon in this 
neighborhood, and like its predecessors, 


it was defeated, the Commissioners 
\oting unotrimously to refuse. the 


license. 

A report upon the application was 
presented by Chief Glass, who found 
no reason to deny the license, but an 
emphatic protest was filed by property- 
owners in the vicinity: of Ninth and 
San Pedr: streets, who expressed strong 
Opposition to the establishment of a 
saloon in such close proximity to the 
Newsboys’ Home. 

A communication was also read from 
Col. H. G. Otis, urging the Commis- 
sioners to reject the application and 
characterizing the attempt to establish 
a saloon in the vicinity of the home as 
an outrage upon the institution and its 
inmates, and unon the people whose 
efforts resulted in founding the home. 

The Commissioners plainly 
the force of the protests before them, 
for the license was denied by unani- 
mous vote.

The Commissioners were apparently 
satisfied that the high hills and the 
fact that there are no residents in the 
vicinity would render reasonably 
safe to let loose the marksmen of the 
police force upon the site selected and 
it was aceordingly aporoved.

IAT THE COURT HOUSK, 


WINTY RE FOUND GUILTY. 


DECISION RENDERED IN THE CON- 
TEMPT CASE YESTERDAY. 


The Juror Sentenced to Fifty Days 
Imprisonment or to Pay a Fine 
of 8100—The Money Promptly 
Paid—Decision Based Upon Un- 
expected Points. | 


Juror I. MelIntyre found 
guilty of contempt of court in the de- 
cision handed down by Judges Clark, 
Allen and Shaw yesterday afternoon, 
and wag fined $100, with the alterna- 
tive of spending fifty days in the 
County Jail. 

The charges made in the complaint 
that McIntyre, while serving as a juror 
in the Compton forgery case, had rep- 
resented to several of his fellow-jurors 
that Judge Smith and Bailiff Marsh 
had expressed to him their belief that 
Compton was innocent, were practic- 
ally ignored by the court, the respond- 
ent’s guilt being determined entirely 
from the evidence of Juror Quinn, who 
testified that MolIntyre had attempted 
to discuss the merits of the case be- 
fore it had been finaily submitted to 
the jury,. which was in violation of the 
instructions and admonitions. of the 
court. After discussing the testimony 
of Jurors Longfellow, Trumble and 
Millsap, which was disregarded as to 
proof of contempt, the court takes up 
the statements of Juror Quinn -while 
on the stand and proceeds to explain 
that upon them only was based the 
conclusion and judgment. 

“If, therefore, we accept the testi- 
mony of Juror Quinn as true,” the de- 
runs, “and we are of opinion 
that his testimony is true, the respond- 
ent, MeIntyre, in so conversing about 
the case, and in making the state- 
ment that he did, willfully and de- 
liberately disobeyed a lawful order of 
the court and is‘guilty of contempt. 
That the statement made by him in- 
volved a slander of the judge who pre- 
sided at the trial of said case of Peo- 
ple vs. Compton is not material to 
his guilt or innocence of this charge. 
The slander of one holding a judicial 
office differs in its legal consequences 
from the slander of one not holding 
such office only when it directly tends 
to obstruct and interfere with the law- 
ful and orderly administration of jus- 
tice. If, by reason of its character, or 
the time or place of commission, it 
does tend directly to obstruct the due 
and orderly administration of justice, 
it will constitute the crime of con- 
tempt of court and will be punishable 
as such, notwithstanding it may also 
constitute a slander, with the legal 
liabilities incident thereto. . . . But 
here our finding and decision is not 
based upon such foundation. Here the 
c@ntempt consists in respondent hav- 
ing conversed about the casein ques- 
tion at a time when it was his duty 
as a juror, and when he had, by law- 
ful order of the court, been commanded 
not to. Had his statement been that 
some one other than the judge who 
tried the case had told him that Comp- 
ton was not guilty, the respondent 
would be none the less guilty of the 
charge. Indeed, had the statement so 
made by him been true, he would still 
be technically guilty. The character 
of his conversation and statement nnd 
its falsity is important only in that it 
tends to show a corrupt motive and 
leads irresistibly to the conclusion that 
he intended to influence the mind of 
Juror Quinn improperly. It should, 
therefore, be considered only in miti- 
gation or aggravation of punishment. 
. . « Po conclude, we. bold that the 
respondent, McIntyre, while acting as 
a juror in this court, ard while en- 
gaged as such in the trial of the case 


cf the People vs. Compton, did, in vio- }. 


lation of his “duty as a juror, and in 
disobedience of 'a lawful order of the 
court, converse about the case, and in 
so doing was guilty of contempt. The 
character of the conversation. as before 
stated, was such as te impress us with 
the belief that it was with the intent 
to improperly influence Juror Quinn, 
and we have taken that fact into con- 
sideration in fixing the penalty. The 
judement of the court is that Cc. IL 
McIntyre is guilty of contempt. of 
court, and that he be fined the sum of 
$100, with the usvoal elternative of 
fiftv davs in the County Jail.” 

The decision was written bv Judge 
Clark and concurred in by Judges AI- 
len and Shaw. 

Immediately after the decision. Mc- 
Tntyre went out in charge of a deputy 
sheriff in search of the necessary $100 
was obtained about an hour 
ater.

The Board of Trade directors met

[FROM AN OCCASIONAL CONTRIBUTOR. ] 
N A quiet nook of the Sierra Madre 
range I read your issue of the 2ist 
‘ult. and I was deeply impressed with 

the interesting sympathetic and graphit 

description, by Miss Irwin, of Los An- 


geles’ musical wonder, little Paloma 
Schramm: Six months ago [ had heard 
Paloma at a public musical recital of 
Herr Becker’s pupfis, in this city. ‘I 
state it mildly when I say that I was 
astonished at the marvelous proficiency 
of a child. who, at that time, was but 
@ little more than 8 years old. I was 
not only struck with her technique, but 
Was more than astonished at her intel- 
ligence and the depth of feeling mani- 
fested by one so young, whether when 
rendering Chopin or her own graceful 
compositions. It was not mere presti- 
digitation on the piano, but. there was 
a depth of sentiment displayed not 
‘unworthy of Paderewski, who, by the 
way, was, I am told, perfectly carried 
away by this musical child. 

The reading of Miss Irwin’s sketch 

created in me an intense desire to hear 
litte Paloma in, her own home—a home 
which recalled to me the chalets in the 
retired nooks of the Appenines oi 
Southern Italy, or in the hidden re- 
esses of the Oberland Alps in Switzer- 
and. As I said, J] wished to see and 
hear the little “contrappuntista” away 
from crowds, and to try and find out 
‘what were her antecedents and those 
of her parents; for history teaches me 
that all great musical composers and 
musical performers have musical ante- 
cedents and _ surroundings which 
greatly influence them. : 

The two hours passed in conversatio 
with the parents of Paloma and in 
listening to the child’s marvelous per- 
formance of either her own composi- 
tions or those of great masters, will 


» never be forgotten. One word as to her 


personal appearance. The portrait in 
The Times of December 5 (given in 
connection with the public inaugura- 
tion of The Times' press, “Columbia 
II,”) conveys a better idea of Paloma 
than any other engraved likeness that 
I have seen. Engraved portraits, as a 
general thing, make a child look older 
than it is, and fail to render the child- 
like humbleness, trust and general sim- 

licity. The word-portrait of Paloma 

y Miss Irwin gives the truest idea ot 
the child. Miss Irwin says.that, apart 
from her music, “she is simply a happy, 
healthy little girl, living her free life 
out In the sunshine of Southern Cali- 
bernie. and as oblivious to the turmoils 
and ambitions of the outside world as 
are most little girls of only 9 years 
old.”- But, I may add, there is an im- 
mediate transformation as soon as Pa- 
loma sits down to the piano, or when 
Bhe, aS is her wont, goes to her little 
table, composes waltzes, nocturnes, rev- 
eries, etc., etc. She then seems almost 
an inspired being, but never loses the 
pweet, innocent look of childhood. 

It had been told me that neither her 
father nor her mother had had any 
musical education, and, indeed, had no 
taste for music whatever. I would not 
believe my informant, for every mu- 
Bical genius that I had ever read of 
had had either musical parents, or, 
very early, had been in musical sur- 
roundings. Handel, at the age of 10, 
had composed secular sonatas and 
motets (sacred musical compositio.s.) 
Hayden, the son of a wheelwright, 
loved music from childhood, and when 
@ mere boy was placed under Porpora, 
& Neapolitan composer and _ teacher, 
then résiding at Vienna. Mozart’s 
father was a most accomplished violin- 
ist and conductor, and Mozart, brought 
up in such an atmosphere, began to 
show his great powers at 4 years of 
age He was a prodigy of precocity. 
At 8 he played the organ at the chapel 
n Versailles, and, as a French writer 
puts it, “from that time he showed 
himself the equal of the great masters 
of all time.” I may observe, in pass- 
ing, that our little Los Angeles girl 
began her precocious musical develop- 
ment at 4. The celebrated Sebastian 
Bach is one of the greatest proofs of 
the heredity of music. His family, 
going back before his birth, for 200 
ycars, gave no less that fifty musicians 
of eminence to the world. The same 
thing, more or less, may be said of 
the great masters of music in this cen- 
tury. Beethoven’s father was the first 
tenor at Cologne in the last century. 
Rossini’s father and mother were both 
musicians (instrumental and _ vocal,) 
and the son sang in operatic and the- 
atrical performances when a little boy. 
Donizetti, Bellini, Wagner, to say noth- 
ing of a host of other composers. of 
mcdern times, are all witnesses to what 
I have said above. Therefore, when 
my friend said that Paloma Schramm 
was “a born musician,” uninfluenced 
by her parents, I was altogether in- 
ercdulous. I found, on inquiry, that 

err Schramm, who is from near Stet- 
tin, and Frau Schramm, who is from 
Holstein, are both musical, although 
they make no pretensions to being 
“virtuosi.”” Herr Schramm told ‘me 
that his ancestors, for generations, 
were musical. He himself plays the 
Violin, and the piano, as he says, “in 
his way,” though most of his instruc- 
tion was from the age of 8 to 13. Frau 
Schramm said that she used to sing a 
great deal in her native Holstein; that 
she played the zither ‘‘some,” and that 
her husband taught her to play the 
guitar, in order to accompany him on 
the violin. In this connection Herr 
Schramm told me of a very interesting 
incident of recent occurrence. He said 
that he returned home one evening 
somewhat fatigued, and, after a little 
while, Paloma asked him to play for 
her some of the pieces he used to play 
When. he was a little boy in Germany. 
He went to the piano and rendered 
them for her. Paloma then said, ‘‘Now, 
apa, as you have played for me, I 
will play for you.” She immediately 
seated herself at the piano and impro- 
vised for him what she called a 
*Reverie,” wherein she gathered up the 
airs she had just heard and wove them 
together, as Gungle, the contemporary 
of the elder Strauss, did the Steyer- 
mark airs (which he called “Sounds 
From Home,”) only Paloma skillfully 
connected these airs from her father’s 
home with so much deep und original 
sentiment that the “reverie” was a most 
touching one and a musical success. 

And then what a rich treat, aye! I 
might say, a rhapsodié treat, I had in 
listening to Paloma rendering a fan- 
tasia of Mozart’s, Valse Caprice” 
of her own composition, and an im- 
provisation entirely original, which she 
had never played till then, and many 
other pieces. I was overwhelmed by 
what I heard. Her little sister Karla, 
7 years old, also played a duet with 
Paloma, and if I shut my eyes I could 
have believed that two skilled adults 
Were at work. 

I have heard in and out of the United 
States, those’ who were called, and 
really were, prodigies, but none of 
them could compare with Paloma. 

en I was shown their copy books, in 
which both little girls had written 
their daily exercises in English, Ger- 
man and French, I saw that their par- 
ents were not neglecting their educa- 
tion. In the course of my visit, I told 
Paloma some personal recollections of 
the great masters, Rossino, Wagner, 
Sir Michael da Costa, and others, whom 
I had seen again and again. She lis- 
tened with great and intelligent inter- 
est, and when I spoke of Wagner, she 
looked up to me with those great, ex- 
pressive eyes of hers, and: then mur- 
mured calmly, yet with emphasis, “I 
love Wagner.”’ 

It seems to me that she is the most 
femarkable child-musician of

TERM DEPOSITS. Beginning with 
the new vear, the Mutual Savings 
Bank of San Francisco will abolish 
what’ are known as “term” deposiis 
and will hereafter classify all moneys 
entrusted with it under a single head. 
Most savings institutions have what 
they term “ordinary” and “term” de- 
posits, the latter being moneys depos- 
ited for a stated period and drawing a 
higher rate of interest. “Ordinary” 
depdsits can be withdrawn at any 
time, without notice, on such brief no- 
tice as the rules of the bank may re- 
quire. The reasons given by the San 
Francisco Mutual for the change to the 
Single class of deposits—ordinary—are 
the avoidance of a_ double sysiem which 
is complicated and not generally un- 
derstood and requires an extra amount 
of book-keeping. Since 1893 the term 
deposits of the institution have been 
too few to make the double system 
worth maintaining. It remains to be 
seen how many savings institutions 
will follow suit. 


COMMERCIAL. 

THE WALNUT TRADE. Consider- 
able ill-feeling has been engendered by 
the collapse of the walnut trade which 
opened so auspiciously early in the sea- 
son. Commission men and _ jobbers 
score the associations for starting the 
prices so high as to induce heavy im- 
portations of Grenoble nuts. The result 
has been that prices have gone down, 
down, so that now growers in or out of 
the associations cannot sell at any 


reasonable price. The country east of. 


the Rocky Mountains is said to be 
flooded with ‘walnuts, both foreign and 
California, which are begging for buy- 
ers. Only those who sold very early in 
the season realized anything like the 
fancy prices that were counted on in 
view of the Dingley tariff and the al- 
leged shortage in the Grenoble crop. 

Consul Germain of Zurich on July 
14 reported to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment that from advices received from 
the Grenoble district, he was led to 
believe that the walnut crop. there 
would be almost an entire failure. Ad- 
vance sheets of this report were sent 
to California and raised the expecta- 
tions of the local walnut-growers 
mightily. On August 2, Consul Ger- 
man made a supplemental report stat- 
ing that the Grenoble walnut’ crop 
would be quite up to the average. This 
report was not published by the de- 
partment, however, until October, be- 
fore whith time California walnut- 
growers had fixed their prices on the 
basis of having a free field. Compne- 
tition from abroad materialized early 
{fn the season, however, and the result 
is prevailing at present. 

That is one of the causes, at least, 
to which the demoralization is ascribed, 
but the walnut-growers do not all ad- 
mit that foreign competition is the 
primary cause of the collapse. Many 
of those in the associations contend 
that if the California growers had all 
pulled together and adhered’to a uni- 
form scale of prices, instead of making 
consignments at random and trusting 
to commission men for their profits, 
prices could have been kept up in spite 
of foreign competition. 

In a recent article, contributed to the 
Fullerton Tribune, I. N. Everett, a 
prominent walnut-grower of Orange 
county, gives the following statistics in 
regard to the importation of nuts, from 
which interested readers can draw their 
own conclusions: 

“In June of last year I received from 
the office of the then Secretary of Agri- 
culture on request, the following state- 
ment of the imports of walnuts and 
filberts for the years 1894 and 1895. The 
duties on the two nuts being the same, 
the imports were not reported separate, 
I should judge from little observation 
that nearly three-fourths were walnuts, 

‘In 1894, not shelled, 10,122,079 pounds, 
value, $450,834.99; 1895, not shelled, 11,- 
670.895 pounds, value, $530,922.13; 1894, 
shelled, 1,008,626 pounds, value, $116,- 
573: 1895 shelled, 1,395,559 pounds, value, 
$155.415. 

“The values are rated at the port of 
export. I] notice in one year the ave- 
rage is a little over 4% centsper pound. 
- That includes good ones and poor ones, 
and judging No. 1 to be worth 1% 
cents more than poor, would place the 
import value of No. 2 at port and ex- 
port, nearly 6 cents per pound for that 
year. They are likely no cheaper now 
than then, and I think % cent per 
pound should be added for ocean 
freight. 

“So it would seem our”. growers 
should not be badly scared by the roar- 
-ing of jobbers about the great impor- 
tation of foreign walnuts. Recollect 
that in 1895, when our prices were good, 
over thirteen million of pounds of wa, 
nuts and filberts were imported. If im- 
ports should be some larger this vear 
(a very questionable fact.) we have a 
milion more people to consume them 
than in 1895. 

“The foregoing statistics show that 
California is growing but little lesa 
than one-half of the walnuts consumed 
in the United States.” 

CANNED DRIED. FRUIT. The re- 
port given out by Secretary Filcher 
of the State Board of Trade that the 
California process of cooking dried 
fruit has been patented in Germany, 
and is to be conducted on a large 
scale, has given some hope to. fruit- 
dealers here for a better demand for 
California dried fruits abroad. It 
seems that Germany levies a heavy 
import duty on canned fruit, while 
dried fruit is subject to a much 
lighter tariff. Mr. Filcher, while rep- 
resenting California at the Hamburg 
Exposition, taught the Germans how 
to cook dried fruits and afterward 
preserve | them, and it seems that some 
enterprising Germans are about to 
profit by the suggestion. The best 
part of Mr. Filcher’s report is that an 
agent will be dispatched to California 
£00n !o lay in a big supply of dried 
‘fruits to run the contemplated can- 
nery. Incidentally it may be remarked

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

GLASS FACTORY. Agitation for a 
glass factory in Los Angeles or vicin- 
ity has broken out again. This time it 
comes via Pomona, a citizen of which 
place has received a letter from W.A 
Vandegrift of Muncie, Ind., who is 
looking for a location for a glass fac- 
tory on the Pacific Coast. Mr. Vande- 
erift is an officer of the Window Glass 
Workers’ Association of North Amer- 
ica, and represents a number of prac- 
tical glass-makers who wish to start 
a factory on the cooperative plan 
Heretofore the chief obstacle in the 
way of establishing a glass factory 
here has been the lack of the right 
kind of sand. Samples of what is 
purported to be good glass sand, have 
recently been placed on exhibition at 
the Chamber of Commerce, by G G 
Johnson. This sand comes from Mon. 
terey, where it is alleged any quan- 
tity of it exists, and which can be 
leaded aboard ship and brought ‘to San 
Pedro at less cost than the same stuff 
could be transported by rail from a 
less distant point. Given cheap fuel 
and the right kind of sand, ther is 
no reason why a glass factory in 
Southern California should not be a 
success. There undoubtedly would be 
a ready market for the product, pro- 
vided it could be sold as cheap as glass 
of eastern or foreign manufacture. 


INYO COUNTY APPLES. 
Weston of Inyo county pulled into Los 
Angeles Monday afternoon with an 
eighteen-mule team, behind which 
were three immense wagons coupled 


together and loaded with apples. He 
was eighteen days in making the long 
haul, about four hundred miles, the 
greater part of the distance being over 
almost trackless deserts and rough 
mountain roads. As was to he ex- 
pected the fruit did not arrive in good 
condition, the long-continued jolting 
havine bruised a good part of it. Al- 
though the quality of the fruit is ex- 
cellent, local commission and 
produce dealers were loth to take hold 
of it. on aceount of its bruised condi- 
tion. Several low offers were made 
for the entire lot, about ten tons, but 
Mr. Wesion declined them, and decided 
to sort and repack the = fruit, after 
which he hopes to realize better prices. 
The work of repacking is now going 
on at Bighth and Hill streets. The 
apples, in size, color and flavor, are 
about as good as can be grown any- 


where, The varieties are winesap, Ben_ 
Davis white pearmain and Smith's 
cider. Probably one-fourth of them 


are bruised so as to make them un- 
salable at market prices, but the rest. 
when repacked, ought to sell as well 
as any apples in the market. It is 
doubtful at best whether it will pay 
to haul apples so lone a distance to 
find a market. Mr. Weston's only hope 
of coming out even on the venture is 
to freight a lot of merchandise on the 
return trip. -The need of railway 
communication with Los Angeles is 
more keenly felt from year to year by 
the people of Inyo county. There is 
at present, practically no outlet for the 
products of that region. 


ANTELOPE VALLEY ALMONDS. 
The almond crop of the Antelope Val- 
ley was very good this year as regards 
both quantity and quality. The small 
paper-shell nuts grown in the valley 
are the equal of any offered in this 
market. The shell is very thin and 
light, while the kernel is plump and 
firm and of excellent flavor. A large 
quantity of these nuts from E. W. 
Edson’s Belle-Louise ranch has re- 
cently been marketed in this city. They 
the being wholesaled at 10 cents a 
pound. Dealers pronounce them a 
more merchantable product than any 
imported almonds.

NEW YORK, Dee. 14.—There was a dis- 
position today on the part of the holders of 
stock to realize profit on Central Pacific, and 
the bears helped along the reaction by free 
short selling. There were one or two ex- 
ceptional instances of strength in the mar- 
ket, and some covering in shorts before the 
close by timid bears, so that net declines 
do not indicate the extreme fall in prices. 
But the general tone of speculation was 
heavy and no aggressive disposition to buy 
was manifest. The firmer tone of the call 
money market was undoubtedly the cause of 
the halt in the bull movement. The decrease 
in cash holdings by the banks shown by Sat- 
urday’s statement and the shrinkage in sur- 
plus reserves to below $19,000,000 were fea- 
tures in the money situation which will be 
accentuated during the week. The announce- 
ment from Washington that the bonds matur- 
ing January 1, known as currency 6s, will 
be paid off on December 24, bears on the 
situation. The aggregate of these bonds is 
$29,902,907, and their redemption will about 
offset the payments already made to the 
government of the Union Pacific sale, which 
amount to $29,509,775. The government will 
disburse over $5,000,000 into January 1. The 
balance which the Union Pacific Reorganiza- 
tion Committee still has to pay the govern- 
ment amounts to 500,000, and of this 
amount, $8,500,000 will be paid this week and 
the remainder by the first week in January. 
It was seen that the balance in favor of 
the treasury will amount to nearly $20,000,- 

. It is not expected that this amount, 
will be suddenly. withdraw from circulation, 
but will be allowed to remain on deposit for 
the present in national banks in this city. 
But the continuing deficit in the revenue, 
which has fed a constant stream into the 
money market, has been recognized as a 
factor in the ease of money rates and the 
completion of these operations will put a 
new phase on that condition. Rates for call! 
loans were not above 214, but were, not be- 
low 2 per cent. The market was almost 
wholly technical. Northern Pacific preferred 
was in good demand all day and closed at 
60. The specially-weak features were Con- 
solidated Gas, which was at d6ne time down 
544; Manhattan, which receded 2 points and 
sugar, which fell below yesterday's close 
after an opening gain, under pressure of 
heavy liquidation, and remained there all 
day. Metropolitan street railway declined 
1% and scored almost a full recovery. Other- 
wise the heaviness of stocks and the day’s 


decline were quite uniform throughout’ the 
list, fractional losses being the rule.

SOETHERN PACIFIC SUED FOR 
KILLING A SECTION HAND. 


Was Crashed Beneath the 
Wheels of a Train—Debate of 
the Websters—Death of an Old 
Resident—Drevities,

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 14. — [Regular 
Correspondenee.} The trial of the case of 
Petra Palaz vs. the Southern Pacific Company 
was begun Tuesday in Judge Campbell's 
court. 

Petra brings suit for damages for the kill- 
ing of Bonifacio Salaz, which occurred some 
weeks ago in San Timoteo Cafion. Bonifacio 
was a section hand on the Southern Pacific, 
and in company with the rest of the gang 
was riding on a handcar, when a train unex- 
pectedly hove down upon them. The hapdcar 
was knocked into splinters, but all ihe 
workmen escaped serious injury except Boni- 
facio, who landed on the track and was 
crushed to death beneath the wheels. The 
plaintiff claims that the road had changd 
its time-table, and that the section gang had 
not been notified of such change, so that tie 
collision was unavoidable, so far as the work- 
men were concerned. 

Some time was occupied in choosing a jury. 
The plaintiff is represented by F. C. Pros- 
cott, Esq., and the Los Angeles firm of Bick- 
nell, Gibson & Trask is looking after the in- 
terests of the railroad company.

CHINO. 


The Greatest Camprign at the Fac- 
tory Closed. 

CHINO, Dec. 14.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.| The greatest campaign in the history 
of the Chino sugar factory is closed, prac- 
tically. It took several days to bring the 
machinery to a stand-still, as it was shut off 
by degrees as the work of different depart- 
ments was brought to a close, and _ teday 
(Tucsday) the last of the machinery was 
stopped. The factory has this season handl<d 
about 100,000 tons of beets, and from these 
has’ made 1050 carloads or about 25,000,000 
pounds of sugar, valued, at a low estimate, 
at $1,090,000. While the managers of the 
factory decline to give out official figures 
covering the business of the past year, it is 
estimated by those in a position to note the 
work done that the farmers have been paid 
for bects about $410,000, while abot $125,900 
has been paid for fuel oil, and something 
less than that amount for labor. This would 
indicate that the expenditures of the factory 
have been abcut $50,000. 


In declining to give official figures cover- | 


ing these items, Manager Cottman said that 
a portion of the sugar turned out this year 
was made from molasses left over from last 
year and that the figures would give a false 
idea of the profit of the business. There is 
no doubt, however, that the sugar company 
has occasion to felicitate itself on the suc- 
cess of the year just closed. Nor are the 
Chino farmers in a position to mourn. They 
have been paid about $260,400, the balance 
of the amount pail for beets going to Ana- 
heim. and Hueneme farmers. The business 
men of Chino have also profited greatiy from 
the year’s campaign, as a great portion of 
the money paid for beets and labor has been 
put into circulation, and every institution 
in the town has shown marked development 
during the past summer.

SIXTY-DAY EXTENSION. 


Judge Hoadley for Kansas Pacific 
Bondholders Asked Thirty Days. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 14.—Judge Sanborn 
last evening granted the request of the 
government for a continuance for sixty 
days for the sale of the Kansas Pacific 
This will make the date February 15. 
The extension was granted to enable 
Congress to take further action to pro- 
tect the government’s interests of about 
$13,000,000 in the property. 

Judge Sanborn heard the case in his 
chambers. The government was repre- 
sented by ex-Gov. George Hoadley of 
Ohio. special counsel, and Gen. John C. 
Cowin of Omaha,. associate special 
counsel. The bondholders of the road 
were represented by Charles Blood 
Smith of Topeka, and Charles C. De- 
ming and Edward W. Sheldon of New 
York. Gov. Hbadley opened the hear- 
ing by stating that the government de- 
sired a postponement of the sale to 
enable Congress alsotoafford the Pres- 
identand Attorney-General time to con- 
sider the position of the government in 
thesale. Judge Hoadley outlined the po- 
sition oftherepresentatives of the bond- 
holders advocating a postponement of 
but thirty days, and opposed an exten- 
sion of the time to sixty days, stating 
their clients: were anxious to have their 
money. 

In granting the sixty days’ extension, 
Judge Sanborn said that he thought it 
was wise to give the government more 
time. The extension of time will neces- 
sitate the re-advertising of the sale, 
— will cost several thousand dol- 
ars.

FIRE AT DURYEA. 


Lives and Preperty Gone—A& Mob 
Loots Stores,

SCRANTON (Pa.,) Dec. 14.—One, 
and possibly two, lives were lost and 
$70,000 worth of property destroyed in 
a disastrous fire which destroyed at 
midnight last night the entire business 
portion of the town of Duryea.
